Five Members Both Edmonton 
And Calgary Are Proposed In 
Alberta Election Act Change 


Candidates Must Stand for City at Large, According to 
Amendment—Proportional Representation Here is 
Probable at Next Election.—Details of Redistribution. 


In the event of a genera’ provin-! 
@al election being called before an-) 
other session of the legislature is heid, 
amendments proposed to the election 
act and the legislative assembly act 
will provide for Edmonton and Cal- 
gary electing five members each in- 
stead of three each as at present con- 
stituted. 

In each case the candidates will be 
required to stand for the city at large, 
the three-constituency division of the 
past being abolished. This provision 
has already given rise to the opinon 
that Edmonton and Calgary will prob- 
ably be given a system of proportion: 
al representation in the next election. 

This measure of redistribution will 
therefore give the next legislative 
assembly sixty members instead of 
fifty eight, the present number while 
the two Overseas constituencies of the 
province at large. now held by Robt 
Pearson and Mrs. R C. Price, will be 
wiped out the four extra members in 
Calgary and Edmonton will add two 
more members to the house. 

No Deferred Elections

PIPELINE ACT 
FOR PROVINCE 
BEING PLANNED 


General Construction Policy is 


Coming Up Says Premier 
Stewart 


The bringing down by the rovern- 
ment of f& general policy ‘respect- 
ing the construction of pipe lines tn 
the province, along the line of the 
Alberta Railway act, was announced 
by Premter Stewart in the legislature 
Saturday afternoon. 

The wime minister further stated 
that by reason of the Iack of sufficient 
intormation in the matter at the pre- 
sent time it wonld be impossible to 
bring down a erneral pipe lines act 
this session, Dut he saw no reason 
why one should not conform in. practi- 
cally all essential respects with the 
railways act. He desired to declare 
te the house without further delay 
what the policy of the government 


would e. 
ve Policy. 


Legisiati 

Dealing dircctly with the question 
of the Imperial pipe I!nes Dill, over 
which the house is still divided, Hon. 
Mr. Stewart said that the government 
Cid not take an active part in dealing 
with private bills as a matter of 
practice, but when a private bill in- 
volved public rights to a general ex- 
tent as did this, then they were in 
Guty bound to take an active interest 
in its provisiens. However, he said 
that since all railway companies d@e- 
siring charters ftom the province 
were required to file all detalls of 
their plans, including route maps, he 
thought pipe line companies should 
io the safme. As for the pipe lines 
application now efore the house, 
and over which there existed such a 
wide differenco of opinion, he though: 
that it would be a mistake to grant 
a blanket franchise. He _ regretted 
that the government had ‘been charg- 
ed with taking an actiye part in con- 
nection with the bill, but he only de- 
sired to see that the public interests 
were protected and he asked that the 
bill get fair treatment as any private 
measure before the legislature should 
solely on its merits. 

The house was plunged into another 
hot discussion over the pipe lines dill 
when Chairman McColl of the private 
bills committee, reported at the af- 
ternoon sessicn that the committee 
had failed to reach an agreement in 
th morning when again attempting to 
deal with the bill under instructions 
of recommittal from the house. 

Premier Stowart thought that the 
committee should attempt to arrive 
at some understanding so a report 
could ‘be brought back to the house, 
but the legislature fairly radiated 
heat waves .n attempting to decide 
what should be done, 
n the way uf rules flung into the 
path of progress at every turn. The 
peculiar situation existed of the bill 
still @emaining in committee, sup- 
posedly outside the jurisdiction of the 
house, while the committee admitted 
the futility of hoping for any agree- 
ment within its ranks, 

George Hoadley went so far as to 
hint of “threats and “bribes” in con- 
nection with the dill at one stage 
which led to sorne bristling passages 
tetween Jamcs Weir and himself, Mr. 
Pveir citing that khe member for 
Okotoks had made it hig business to 
stir up farmers conventions and othe: 
crganizations for the purpose of ob- 


taining resoluiionrs with which to 
“cow the legislature’ Mr. Weir went 
cn to defy the member to openly 


make charges of bribery, declaring 
that he was not going to stand for 
“insinuations.” The chamber  pre- 
ecnted an interesting spectacle for the 
space of an hour or so.
